throne. 
C ar lot buyers, he said, are eager 
to purchase the crop and are will­ 
ing to pay a prem ium of three or 
four cents a pound above the out­ 
side m arket because, he says, of 
the superior quality and flavor of 
the nuts. 
“ There a re thousands and thous­ 
ands of. acres,” he says, “ of native 
groves along 
the 
valleys of the 
G uadalupe and San Marcos rivers 
and several sm aller stream s tra v ­ 
ersing th e county, lined on either 
side with the native pecan tim ber. 
F o r the most p a rt these 
groves 
have been sadly neglected and al­ 
lowed to grow w ith o ther tim ber 
and underbrush. 
An 
intelligent 
clearing and thinning of this na­ 
tive tim ber will easily double the 
present yield and there are g re a t 
possibilities in top-w orking 
those 
o f the tre ts which are shy bearers 
or which bear an inferior n u t.” 
Good Future 
Dr. Donovan thinks, moreover,- 
th a t a considerable 
opportunity 
exists in his neighborhood fo r com­ 
m ercial pecan orchards. 
“ The rich 
valleys of the 
San 
M arcos and 
G uadalupe rivers,” he said, “ ex­ 
tend back from those stream s for 
a 
considerable 
distance. 
When 
these lands w ere first settled by 
th e pioneers, little care was taken 
to protect the pecan trees, in fact 
a g reat deal, of this tim ber was 
destroyed in clearing the land on 
account of the sm all value of the 
nut. 
B ecause of this destruction 
G onzales county has thousands of 
acres of rich valley lauds th a t have 
bern used fo r field crops fo r m any 
years which are the m ost favorable 
lands in the world for establish­ 
ing 
com m ercial 
groves. 
There 
need be no guessw ork or hesitancy 
about the adaptability 
of 
these 
lands, nature herself had establish­ 
ed groves here a 
hundred years 
ago.” 
Pecan grow ing Mr. Donovan re 
garded as offering the g reat*st re­ 
tu rn on the sm allest investm ent— 
one of the 
w orld’s 
greatest in­ 
vestm ents, he 
called it. 
Alm ost 
any kind of a crop, he said, can be 
grow n on the land while the pe­ 
can groves are maturing. 
“ The certainty of production,’’ 
he said, “the hardiness 
and long 
life of the pecan tree, th* facility 
which the nuts are gather* d and 
shipped, the rapidly grow ing pop­ 
ularity and the surety of a wel­ 
come market at g< nerous profits 
give pecans art! pecan growing 
the possibilities th at

stagger the imagination.”
